Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  this 
Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1913.  The  details  are,  as 
usual,  grouped  under  their  proper  heads,  as  Reports  of  the  several  branches 
under  the  Chief  Accountant,  Superintendent  of  Printing  and  Superintendent 
of  Stationery,  respectively.  These  statements  are  so  complete  that  they  furnish 
very  full  information  respecting  the  work  of  the  department  during  the  year, 
so  that  lengthy  comment  is  unnecessary.  The  volume  of  work,  as  was  to  have 
been  expected,  shows  a  steady  increase,  and  the  Printing  Branch,  by  the  addition 
of  new  plant,  has  been  placed  in  a  position  to  do  more  and  better  work  at  a 
smaller  cost.  The  Stationery  Branch  has  also  been  able  to  give  a  service  that 
is  considered  very  satisfactory. 

The  details  of  the  Report  tell  a  story  of  pretty  general  increase  in  the 
business  of  the  department  in  all  its  branches.  The  cash  clearances  increased 
to  the  tune  of  $550,603.15,  the  figures  being:

9.    RAILWAY  PRINTING  AUDIT. 

The  amount  of  accounts  audited  at  this  Department  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  March  31,  1913,  for  printing,  binding,  lithographing,  etc.,  for  the  Inter- 
colonial and  Prince  Edward  Island  Railways,  was  $110,528.56,  showing  an 
increase  of  $6,502.32  over  that  of  the  fiscal  year  1911-1912.  These  accounts 
being  paid  by  the  Railway  for  which  the  printing  is  done,  the  amount  is  not 
included  in  the  statment  of  receipts  and  expenditure  of  this  Department. 

The  number  of  accounts  audited  was  greatly  in  excess  of  that  of  the  fiscal 
year  1911-1912;  and  the  number  of  letters  received  and  sent,  together  with  the 
audit  notices  issued,  was  correspondingly  heavy.
